A picture of General. Toombs adorns 
the wall in this room, together with one of 
Mr. Stephens in his younger days. They 
are hung as companion pieces, just as they 
were companions and friends throughout 
thejr long and eventful careers, A group 
picture of the congress of 1850, in which 
Daniel Webster is represented as address- 
‘ing the body, is another striking ornament. 
Added to this is a small photograph of Dr. 
William H. Felton and another of Judge 
Linton Stephens. 

Two pictures, the gift of a northern lady 
to Mr. Stephens while a prisoner in For- 
tress Monroe, are hung just over the mantel- 
piece. The name of the great commoner 1s 
handsomely inseribed on each picture, with 
a Very appropriate line of presentation. 

The rear of the building is beautifully 
shaded with immense oaks, the largest for 
miles nround in that section of the country. 
The old buildings, just as they were for- 
merly occupied by the retinve of servants 
which attended upon Mr. Stephens, are 
still in excellent preservation.

Miss Corrv Unveils the Statue. 

Colonel Walsh then announced that Miss

Miss Corry modestly 
stepped to the front 
and pulled the string 
attached to the head 
of the statue. The veil, 
whieh bad been surg- 
ing in the wind, in- 
stantly dropped to the

ures of the illustrious statesman beamed 
upon the admiring throng. 

It was all over iu a second, and as the 
shout of the crowd went up the band begaia 
to play “Dixie.”” This intensified the en-

Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia boys have played in splendid luck 
this week. Four “of them have gotten good 
offices, all the announcements being made 
today. ‘ 

Ex-Senator W. O. Johnson, of Columbus, 
who has been here patiently awaiting since 
the 4th of March, reaped the rewards of his 
patience today. He was appointed special 
revenue agent for the treasury department 
for Georgia, Alabama and Florida. His sal- 
ary is $1,800 and all his expenses are paid. 
His headquarters will be in Atlanta. Mr. 
Jobnson will leave for Atlanta Iriday. 

Mr. W. A. Edwards, of Covington, who re- 
signed a clerkship in the war departmen! 
last week, has been appointed to an $1,800 
position in the legal departiment of the gen- 
eral land oflice. : 

Through the efforts of Judge Maddox, 
who has been doing some splendid Work for 
his constituents, Mr. Eugene Black, of 
lloyd county, has gotten a $1,200 clerkship 
in the treasury departinent. Judge Maddox 
has also had Mr. Paul Black, of IT loyd. 
transferred from a small clerkship in the 
labor department to a $1,400 position in the 
interior department. Thus the Georgia boys 
are gradually getting what belongs to them. 

The Weather Bureau. 

Assistant Attorney General Colby made 
his report today on the weather bureau in- 
vestigation. He recites a loug story of official 
abuses which flourished under Secretary 

tusk. Among other things he makes the 
following starting statement: 

“It appears that there are certain officials 
in the weather bureau whose duties wre 
merely nominal, and whose time js mainly oc- 
cupied in the pursuit of private business. 
There are observers and assistants Whose 
time is ouly partly taken up with official 
work, but who are paid full salaries. An or- 
dained minister of the gospel, whose talenis 
are largely devoted to his duties as assistaut 
rector in «a prominent church, is carried on 
the rolis of this bureau as professor of mete- 
orology at a salary of $3,000 per annuun. 
Some of the employes have persunal habits 
which unfit them during he cOol- 
siderable portion of the time fer 
their official work. Two of the wbservers 
have, during the past few months, been 
placed under medical treatment for habit- 
ual drunkenness and their places in the 
weantime supplied by additional employes.” 

More Georgia Applicants, 

Ex-Congréssman H. H. Carlton, of Ath- 
ens, who was, by the way, one of the most 
popular men in the ftiftieth cgngress, las 
juined the Georgia colonels. His name is 
displayed on the books of the treasury de- 
partment as an applicant for registrar of 
the treasury, the position made vacant by 
the resignation of Gencral Rosecrans. 
Other recent applicants for treasury posi- 
tions from Georgia are J. S. Harris, of 
Quitman, who wants to be chief of a di- 
vision, and A. W. Lynch, who wants an 
auditor's place. 

Pan! Trammell Will Soon Win. 

Secretary Carlisle said today that he 
Would make the appointment of collector 
of internal revenue for Georgia to tuke ef- 
fect on July Ist. He said, of course, Mr. 
Paul Trammell, vf Dalton, would be ap- 
pointed, as he is endorsed by nearly all 
the Georgia delegation.

Was wrong. No law, Sir Charles said, 
supported such a contention. 

Mr. Carter here again objected to the 
version, of his argumerts used by Sir 
Charles Russell for the purpose of. quota- 
tions A warm passage of words ensued 
between Mr. Carter and Sir Charles hKus- 
sell. 

Sir Charies quoted a case mentioned in 
the American argument to prove that 
there conld be no right of property in the 
eeals. Sir Charles went into ‘a minute 
analysis of the municipal law of France, 
of England and of the United States re- 
specting property in whi animals to prove 
that the law could net be invoked in sup- 
port of the American ¢clajm to property in 
the seals. The onus lat on ite United 
States, Sir Charles decinted, to prove that 
international law laid down the principle 
that seals were not ferae naturae, or that 
nations were ugreed to except seals from 
the common right to take from the sea 
whatever was found in the sen. The Uni- 
ted States had not proved, Sir Charles Rus- 
sell contended, that pelagic sealing, or 
even the elaughter of gravid female seals, 
Was an offense against international law.

“SUICIDE” IS THE CORONER'S VERDICT. 


A Missouri Pacific Train Héld Up Near 
St. Louis by Seven Masked Menand 
itobbed—Cther Crimes. 


Corunna, Mich., May 24.—William Sul- 
livan the farm hand who so brutally mur- 


murderously assaulted the lat e:’s wife, paid 
the penalty of his crime last night. He was 
taken from the jail and lynched at 9:40 
o'clock p. m. 

The mob consisted of over SO mez, 
who shouted themselves hoarse a4 .ne body 
dangled at the end of a rope. Just before 
he was taken from the cell, Sullivan at- 
tempted to commit suicide with a knife 
which he had in some manner concealed 
about his person. 

By means of sledges the jail was soon 
broken open by the mob. A noose wis 
placed around his neck and the crowd 
dragged him through the jail ccéridors to 
the big jail yard and to a low, marshy 
suare of ground about 200 feet to the rear 
of the jail building under an oak. Men 
fyught, struggled and cursed for the priv- 
ilege of helping to tug at the rope, which 
was thrown over the limb, and with a sud- 
den jerk Sullivan, who had been lying mo 
tionless and apparently unconscious on the 
ground, was raised to a sitting posture. 
Another pull and his head and saoulders 
were visible above the black mass of those 
that surrounded the spot. 

A terrible scene followed. The body was 
pushed from hand to hand and several 
drew pocket knives and lunged @st the 
swinging corpse. Others began to tear the 
clothing and in a few momenis only the 
shreds of bis shirt remained hanging to his 
shoulders. When the body was lowered to 
the ground, portions of fhe mob which had 
been unable to get close enough to take a 
band in the actual hanging, seized upon 
the rope and dragged the lifeless bedy 
throvch the mire. 

Afterward the crowd dragged him about 
the streets and around tha courthouse 
square. ° 
This Was a Hot Jury. 

The coroner’s jury held an inquest today 
in the case of William Sullivan, who was 
lynched last night. The verdict was that 
he eeme to his death vy suicide. No men- 
tion whatever was made in the verdict of 
lyuching. 


SEVEN M/SKED D ROBBERS 


Stop a Train and Kelieve the Express Messen- 
ger of His Money. 

St. Louis, May 24.—The westbound Mis- 
souri Pacitic passenger train, which left 
the union depot at $:20 o’clock this evening 
was held up near Pacific station, thirty 
miles from St. Louis, at 9:30 o'clock _ to- 
nicht. Guvernur Stone and State Treasurer 
Stephens were both passengers on the train. 
State Treasurer Lon V. Stephens tciegraph- 
ed the following from Washington, Mo.: 

‘“T'rain No. 3 on the Missouri Pacific, 
the westbound express, was held up by 
seven masked robbers a mile and a half 
west of Pacific, this evening.

The car of Captain W. H. Green, general 
manager of the Richmond and Danville, 
came in Tuesday afternoon on the vesti- 
bule from Washington. Mr. Sol Haas, 
tratlic manager and Mr. W. A. ‘Turk, zen- 
eral passenger agent, accompanied the gen- 
eral manager. ‘They are on an inspection 
trip over the system. .While here Captain 
Green visited the company’s new division 
headquarters in the Equitable building. 
Superintendent Dodson has moved into the 
new rooins and the passenger department 
will probably be moved today. 

Captain ‘Green said that their trip has 
no connection with the case to come up 
before Justice Jackson today. Speak- 
ing of the articles on the railroad situation 
which The Constitution has been publish- 
ing recently, Captain Green said that they 
have been strong papers and have been read 
with deep interest by railroad men. Ine- 
dentally, the general manager answered a 
criticism made by one of the contributors, 
who made the assertion that the trouble 
is that the officials are not close enough 
to their employes. “I would:-like to hear 07 
a set of officials who keep more closely in 
touch with their employes than railroad men 
do. I do not believe that there is a man 
on our system who would not cheerfully 
do anything reasonable in the way of over- 
work that he was asked to do. Of course, 
he would be paid for it and the men know 
that. The railroads pay better wages than 
any other class of corporations. The cotton 
mills work their employes fourteen hours 
a day and pay very low wages. I have 
worked in them myself and know.”

On the Methcd of Procedure in His Cage. 
The Work ofthe Southern As- 
sembly ‘at Tdacon.

Washington, May 23.—The Yresbyterian gen. 
eral assemily devoted the morning session dis- 
cussing foreign missions. 

At the afternoon session Moderator Craig 
conveued the assembly as 2 court, Rev, George 
D. Baker chairman, reportet that the judicial 
conuuittee unanimously recommended that the 
prosecuting committee be allowed one hour to 
open its case; that five hours be given io 
Professor Briggs, and that the committee be 
given two hours in which to close, to be ex. 
tended if desired to four hours. 

As Dr. Briggs ascended the platform the 
quiet of the vast audience was intease. His 
remarks were but preliminary, und his open- 
ing sentence was spoken with a distiactuess 
that penetrated the entire house. 

“IT regret,’’ said he, “to come before you in 
this hot weather with a request for more time. 
The importance of the subject, however, re- 
quires it, and I am glad the commiitee fas 
couceded it. I will shorten it so far as I can, 
My argument on the pasis of the priated ap- 
peal will consume four and u halt dours, and 
I bave allowed myseif a half hour in which 
to reply to any argument which 1 may not 
have anticipated.”’ 

Dr. Briggs then went on to say that re had 
a number of complaints now before the New 
York synod and suit more to be presented fd 
it, and he thought to have Tre permission to 
have them read, the same as Was given, as he 
asserted, to the others sige.

The new Book of Discipline 
did not contain the word ‘‘aggrieved,’’ he 
admitt@d, but in spirit, the right of appeal 
was confined to those who were aggrieved. 
Wus a prosecuting committee such an aggriev- 
ed party as to warrant it on appealing from 
an adverse judgment? The committee had 
no right of appeal, and an appeal by such 4 
committee could not be entertained by the 
goneral assembly without a violation of all 
church law and precedent. To entertain sucb 
an appeal would be for the assembly to enter 
into conflict with all experience and perpe- 
trate a wrong which no court in the land 
would refuse to right... If it were lawful to 
appeal every case of discipline and law 
brought before the court of the presbytery. 
it would compel the generai assembly to final- 
ily determine all these doctrinal and legal 
questions. If this appeal should be sustained 
it would become an unfortunate precedent 
Which would be followed vy public prosecu- 
tors hereafter, who would, in many cases, if 
not in most cases, magnify their office and 
bring difference of opinion before the supreme 
court of the church, and thus establish a new 
and easy way for ambitious litigants to se- 
cure authoritative decisitns of the general 
assembly in many matters of morals, life 
aud work, which were now regarded a? Jegit 
linate matters of private opinion, ard thus 
impertl the constitution bY an unending te- 
ries of heresy trials and result in changes tn 
the doctrine and law of the Presbyterian 
church. It was poss#le that a majority of 
the general assembiy might make an uncon- 
stitutional decision and that there might be a 
decision of questions of doctrine an@ morals 
in contravention to the doctrinal and ecclesi- 
astical standards.

The Question of Card Playing Discussed 
Other Work of the Body. P 
Macon, Ga., May _24.—(Special.)}—The 
principal business of the general assembly 
today was hearing addresses by Mr. James 
S. Cothran and Dr. I’. R. Beattie, delegates 
from the executive committee of the Alliance 
reform church, and addresses by Mr. Tred 
Necker, Vice president of the Evangelical 
Suciety, of Geneva, Switzerland, and Rev. 
E. P. Dupey, of Paris, pastor of one of 
the reformed churches of France. These gen- 
tlemen, Messrs. Necker and Dupey, have ad- 
dressed the northern general assembly, iu 
session at Washington, and arrived in Macon 
last night to address the southern general 
assembly. Messrs. Necker and Dupey were 
delegates from the Franco-American com- 
mittee for the evangelization of France. 
‘They stated that the Presbyterians in Amer- 
ica had sprung from Huguenot blood as well 
as they, but that the conditions in Amenca 
were such that here they prospered, while in 
Europe, surrounded by Catholic rule, prog- 
ress had been slow and the encouragepiut 
had not been what was needed. In cou- 
sequence the church there was in its infaney 
However, the future seemed much brighter 
and indications were that there would be 
rapid strides taken. 
The speakers all extended cordial saluta- 
tions from their respective bodies, which 
Were responded to by the moderator. 
The matter of card-playing occupied the 
most of the remainder of the session. Dr.

whom the matter was referred, made the 
following report in response to an overture 
from the presbytery of North Carolina, asx- 
ing for a delivery from such worldly amuse- 
ments: — 
“In view of the action of former assem- 
blies, whose deliveries were numerous and 
at the same time uniform and emphatic in 
their condemnation of these forms of world- 
ly amusements, this assembly deems a fur- 
ther deliverance unnecessary.” . 
Dr. EK. C. Monroe, whose presbytery had 
presented the overture, thought that the 
resent assembly should take some y ction.

sprang and was a monstrous evil. Dr. W. 
M. Murkland, of Baltimore, was of the 
opinion that if each presbytery looked after 
those members under its particular juris- 
diction it would be more effective than a 
deliverance.

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How a Convict in the South Carolina 
Penitentiary Got Out. - 
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HE SEEMS TO BE A VERY GAY BIRD, 


And Makes a Specia'ty o! Escaping from 
Prisons—Some of H's Remarka- 
ble Escapades. 


Columbia, S. C., May 24.—(Special,)--A ne- 
gro convict, named Albert Jenkins, “scuped 
from the penitentiary last night under the 
west extraurdivary circumstances. 

The ingenuity that he displayed was sémaz 
ing. Into each cell extends a triangular pie 
of iron, and through these there funs a lo, 
ivor bur, extending the entire jength of the 
building, When the ceils are loCRed, this pro- 
jecting piece is firm!y rivited to the coor, and 
it appears impossible for any one to break if. 
In udditiou to this there is a padiock op the 
doors. 

Jeukins, in some way, took the rivets our. at 
is suvpused that after filing the heads he 
would smear coal tar on them s0 as to prevent 
the guards from seeing what he had Gane. A 
smiali ball of tar was found in the cell. Jen- 
kins then managed to tix the padlock in such 
a way that when ile guard put the key in to 
lock it, it clicked as if the key had been turn- 
ed, when in reality it had not. Jenkins had 
on a ball and chain. Evidently the pieces 
around his ieg had been broken some time in 
anticipation of last night’s break. 

The only tool found in Dis cell Was a scrall 
piece of iron resembling a part of a black- 
smith’s tongs. ‘Though Jenkins was vn the 
first floor it was impossible for bim to go di- 
rectly to the ground ou account oo? heavily 
barred doors, He accordingly went up on the 
second story and prized off a small plank from 
the ceiling, Now comes the must daiing anu 
remarkable part of the escape. Jenkins walk- 
ed along on top of the ceiling to the tortion 
where it projects over the rest of the buila- 
ing. He then pulled up another plank pear 
where a large _scantiing extended from tre 
roof to the ground. ‘te get through that nar- 
row hole on to The scantling would !e mort 
hazardous in broad daylight, tut Jenkins 
though a cripple from curvature of the spine. 
slid down to the ground, leaving patches *y 
his cotton clothing on the wood as le skin es 
ulong. How he got over the twenty-five-fooi- 
high wall is not kuown, but he is at iarge. 

Jenkins is a regular jail bird. He baiis trom 
Alabama and escaped irom the Georgia cbhatn- 
gang, tou which he was sentenced for twelve 
years. He also escaped from the Charlesto® 
jail and this same penitentiary Where he was 
sent ten years ago for house breaking.

Stephens went His appearance excited 
Gisappoliuscnt, but when he spoke his be- 
holders marveled at his power and wisdom. 
Ke never in his life weighed over a buu- 
dred pounds. At the time of hig graduation 
his Weight was seveuty, while at the age 
ot twenty-four when be was in his best 
health, he weighed only winety pounds. 
He was a contradiction to the accepted 
theory that great intellectual power at- 
tends greut physical development. His 
powers of endurance, in spite of the fact 
that he was an invalid, svere supply miear- 
velous, and the greater the fight and the 
more important the battle to kw» won, the 
more Vigorous Wés his pluck and determiua- 
tion Mr. Norwood then related an a 
graphic manner an account of his cele- 
brated campaign for congress, in which he 
ran for the seat made vacant by the revaz- 
nation of Mark A. Cooper. It was a heated 
campaign, and the pluck of the little giant 
Was severely tested. He completely routed 
Walter T. Colquitt, the most brilliant man 
ou the bustings in the state, and swept 
the district by an overwhelming majority 
for the whig ticket. From that time Alee 
stephens had been the idol of his people. 

He then spoke of Mr. Stephens’s phe- 
nomenal intellect. It was of the zrandest 
order, and was superior to al! of his suffer- 
ings, which were both acute and prolonged. 
He was an earnest seeker after the truth. 
and scorned deceit and hypocrisy. He had 
a wonderful capacity for work and was a 
man of great diligence in study. He was 
temperate and sober in all of his habits, 
and his life was strictly governed by the 
laws of temperance and morality. He 
quoted from the writings of Mr. Stephens 
several references which were made to 
his sufferings. These were so great at 
times as to cause him great anguish and 
bitterness of heart, but he endured them 
all bravely by reason of his great inteliect 
and spirit, and his charity was ofthat kind 
which never gave a deaf ear to the sup- 
pliant. 

Referring to the time of Mr. Stephens’s 
meridian the speaker said: “The civili- 
zation, or rather the chivalry. of which he 
was the product, was a knighthood without 
its errantry, its snear or its shield. I¢ in- 
vested womanhood with chastity, and while 
it wooed her with the courteons grace of 
Ivanhoe, it gave her the protection of the 
lion-hearted Richard.” 

Comparing Toombs and Stephens, he 
etated that the latter was the mentor of 
the former, and that Toombs often sought 
the advice and counsel of Mr. Stephens. 
The latter was the only great man who 
ever refused to obey rigidly the dictates of 
his party. He was always guided by his 
good judgment, and history does not record 
a single instance in which he was in the 
wrong. “Toombs was like a comet, wan- 
dering brilliantly about the heavens, while 
Stephens was like a fixed star, shining se- 
renely upon the world.” 

In elesing the speaker said: “Young 

men of the south, I address you this sol- 
emn message: Take Mr. Stephens as your 
model, and imftate him in his loyalty to 
principle and his purity. If yeu do this the 
blessings which will follow will be the com- 
mon heritage of yvour children and of our 
common country.” 
.The speech throughout its entire detiv- 
ery appealed to the enthnsiasm of the great 
crowd. The orator was frequently ap- 
Dlanded and the speech was pronounced 
by every one who heard it a masterly and 
mognificent effort.

FOR NINE YEARS HE HAS BEEN A CONVICT 


Suffering for a Crime of Which He Is Not 
Guilty—A Queer Story from Cal- 
houn County. 


Albany, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)—In Cal- 
houn superior court Allen Yancey, colored, 
Was convicted of murdering a negro, by the 
name of Cuff, and was sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for life, along with another negro, 
named Abe Mills, who, from the evidence 
upon which they were convicted, was 
leagued with other conspirators, who could 
not be ascertained, for the destruction of 
Cuff. 

It now appears that Yancey was not guilty 
of any connection with the crime and has 
served the state for nine years on account of 
strong circumstances and perjured witnesses, 
who swore his liberty away. 

The recent death of a white boy, who was 
present on the occasion of the murder, has 
cleared all this up. The boy, on his death- 
bed, declared that Yancey wag not in any 
Way connected with the crime and this fact 
has been laid before the governor, who has 
promised to pardon Yancey, provided he is 
asked to do so by the judge, solicitor and 
jury who tried the case.

A DISTRESSING ACCIDENT 

By Which a Young Boy Lost His Life—His 
Head Terribly Crushed, 

Rome, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)—One of the 
saddest accidents that has_ occurred in Rome 
iii. jong tinge happened about 8 o'clock Mon- 
day night at the boardiug house of Mrs, Vick, 
on Broad street. 
Mrs. Vick is a very poor woman, and with 
her lives her widowed sister, who has two 
clildren. The people are all poor and moved 
to Rome a few months ago from Blairsville. 

The sister of Mrs. Vick is Mrs. Arwood, 
Last night her two children, a little girl aud 
boy, were vlaying on the sfreet, and the boy, 
who was six years old, said he would run up 
stairs and get the bird cage. The two children 
started up the stairway, which led up to a 
jong, dark hallway, 

The little gir! paused an instant at the 
head of the stairs and told her brother not 
to go back in the hall, it was so dark. The 
boy was not afraid of the darkness and went 
on. At the back end of tbe hall a tall, old- 
fashioned counter, which had been moved 
froin the store below, stood against the wall, 
On top of this was the bird cage out of the 
boy's reach. 

‘The counter was about twenty feet long 
aud was made of very heavy oak timber. ‘The 
boy climbed up the front of the counteg. It 
was wider at the top than at the bottom 
and was very top heavy, When even with the 
projecting edge of the top of the counter it 
turned over. 

The little girl heard the crash as it fell. 
She called her brother but no «nswer came, 
Soe called him several times but all was 
silent. She then went down stairs and told 
some of the boarders that Jim had “allen up- 
stairs and was hurt, They took a light and 
went up, and lying under the counter with 
his head crushed to’ a pulp, they found Jim 
in a pool of blood. He had been dead severa] 
minutes. They took up his body 
it on a bed and summuned a doctor. 

Dr. L. P. Hammond came, and with Dr. F 
A. Wynne, made an examination of the erush. 
ed skull. They found that the projecting 
edge of the counter had cut ifs way squarely 
through the head like it had been-an ax, and 
the skull was broken into tragments. The 
remains of the boy were sent this morning 
to Plainville and interred at the famfly bury- 
ing ground at a country church.

flour were hid away. If a neighbor's meat 
or cora gave out during the year he coulu 
borrow some in the community. | 

“If the example being set this year is 
coptined it will not be long before this state 
of affairs will repeat itself in Dooly.

But along with this is 
au large crop of home supplies. Such a 
wheat crop as is being harvested now has 
not been known in this county for years 
and the farmers are casting about for a 
wheat mill.

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The Sunday Question Again. 

We have followed the proceedings 
of the southern Presbyterians in their 
general assembly“at Macon, with great 
interest, because it cannot’ be doubted 
that this body represents a scholarly, 


- thoughtful and pious element of our 


citizenship. 

The work of the assembly cannot fail 
to benefit the cause of religion, morals 
and civilization, but, while it commands 
our heartiest recognition, we feel that 


the report of the committeé on Sabbath 


observance. so far as it touthes Sun- 
day newspapers, will disappoint a large 
majority of good people. 

According to the report, “the Sunday 
newspaper, that insidious foe “of re- 
ligion and~the church, -is still sought 
with the same, and perhaps even great- 
er avidity than ever.” We give our 
Presbyterian friends full credit for their 
good intentions and their earnest pur- 
pose, but we know, as well as we know 
anything, that they are on the wrong 
tack. The language of the report con- 
yveys the idea that the evil of a Sunday 
newspaper is not so much in working 


on it and publishing it after midnight 


on Saturday as in its hostility to religion. 
and the fact that it is sought and read 
‘with avidity. Now, we have read and 
glanced at several thousand Sunday 
issues. of American newspapers, : first 
and last, and our deliberate verdict is 
that they are the willing and unremuner- 


vated allies of religion and the chtrch 


and good morals generally. Their own- 
ers and employes liberally give their 
time, labor and space to theémovements 
and objects of the religious world, and 
their Christian readers look to fem, 
‘not only for information concerning 
ices, but for much that is 
helpful in the matter of religious and 
moral progress. It is dn inestimable 
blessing to millions of tired toilers, on 
their’ one day of rest, to open without 
Anterfering: with their church duties 
their Sunday newspaper dnd find collect- 
ed there the noblest product of the hu- 
man mind. If they are not the veriest

The Sunday newspaper goes hand in 
hand with the church and takes up and 
spreads every good influence. If some

Puritan ideas of the Sabbath. 

The opponents of Sunday newspapers 
should by no means be classed with the 
Puritans in any offensive sense, but in 
their attitude towards this question 
they are as badly mistaken as the Puri- 
tans were in some of théir blue law 
experiments. The south is already 
strict enough in the matter of Sabbath 
observance. Here in Georgia, for ex- 
ample, and especially in Atlanta, the en- 
forcement of our rigid Sunday laws has 
attracted the attention of the entire 
country. It has even been hmorously 
Buggested thaf the Puritans disappeared 
from New England only to shift their 
ground to Georgia where they are mik- 

ing a determined stand for their old 
©pinions and customs. Buf Atlanta’s 
Sunday laws are none too rigid. 

The Sunday newspaper fs no longer 
attacked on the ground that some of 
the work on it is done in the small 
hours of the Sabbath. If they made 
their fight on this line they ~vould have 
to proscribe the Monday newspaper al- 
80, because it requires some Sunday 
Work. The truth is, however, that 
things are directed so that the Sunday 
‘newspaper is practically finished by 
midnight Safurday, and the matin work 
on the Monday newspaper is done after 
midnight Sunday.

The Struggle for Gold. 

In discussing the financial situation 
the other day, The Constituitbn under- 
took to show that the root and basis of 
the whole trouble is to be found In 
the fact that gold is constantly increas- 
ing in value. We undertook to show 
that the disturbance in Wall street, in 
London, in German, and wherever the 
single gold standard is supreme, marks 
another step in the upward movement 
of gold and in the downward movement 
of all other values. 

The constantly increasing value of 
gold is the natural and inevitable result 
of the struggle that is going on among 
the European nations for its possession. 
This struggle is not a mere matter of 
commercial rivalry. It goes further and 
strikes deeper. It is in the nature of a 
contest against the forces of bankruptcy. 

Let us see what those forces consist 
of. Take the case of individuals first. 
There are, say, a dozen persons who 
have debts falling due amounting-in the 
aggregafe to $1,200,000. These debts 
are payable in gold, but the only availa- 
ble supply of gold amounts to $300,000. 
There will, of course, be a constant 
struggle on the part of each of these 
individuals to secure a sufficient amount 
of gold to maintain his eredit: and pay 
his debts. In order’ to secure it, each 
individual would be willing to pay a 
stiff premium, and this premium, en- 
haneed by competition, constitutes the 
increased and increasing value of the 
only available debt paying commodity. 

The illustration we have given is in- 
tended to simplify and make clear the 
renl condition of affairs that exists to- 
day aniong the European nations that 
recognize gold only as the money of final 
payment. We invite the careful atten- 
tion of our readers to thé figures we 
shall lay before them. These figures 
have been gathered from official sources 
by Mr. James H. Monroe, and. were re- 
cently presented in The Financial 
Record. In 1850, all Europe had a 
cireulation of $3855,000,000 im paper in 
excess of their metallic reserve. Tn 
1SG0, the excess had more than doubled, 
In 1870, it had risen to $1,215,000.000. 
In 1880, to $1,458,000,000, and in 1890 
to $1,754,000,000. We ask the thought- 
ful reader to ponder and digest these 
remarkable figures. They constitute 
not the paper currency of Furgpe, but 
the excess over and above the’ reserve 
of both gold and silver. Since 158090, 
all these nations, with the exception of 
France, have ceased to recognize silver 
as money of final payment. Their notes 
are redeemable only in gold. 

In 1890, the European banks had only 
$754,000,000 in gold. Deduct from this 
the $224.000,000 held by France, and 
but $530,000,000 is left in all the other 
countries of Europe. Excluding France, 
Which recognizes silver as debt-paying 
money, the paper notes in circulation 
in 1890 aggregated $2,.462,000,000, while 
the banks had only $530,000,000 of gold 
with which to redeem them—the ex- 
cess of paper notes Over gold, theemon- 
ey of final payment, being One Tifou- 
and, Nine Hundved and Thirty-T'wo 
Millions! 

This showing is enouch to make some 
of the advocates of “sound money” shiv- 
er in their boots, sut this is not the 
whale of it. We must now consider 
the case of the United States. By the 
Hiarrison policy, which was inaugurated 
by Charles Foster, and which is still 
in operation, our silver notes and even 
the silver warehouse receipts of 1890, 
are redeemable only in gold, and the 
statement is freely made by the goldo- 
lators that the silver dollars are kept at 
par because they are redeemable in gold. 
To all intents and purposes this is a 
fact. The Harrison policy recognizes 
gold only as,the money of final pay- 
ment, and all our currency notes are re- 
deemable in gold only. Let us see whcg@y 
we stand with respect to our ability to 
redeem these notes in gold. On the 
first of May, acocrding to the treasury 
statement, the United States had in cir- 
culation gold certificates, silver certifi- 
cites, treasury notes of 1890, United 
States notes, currency certificates of 
1872, and national bank notes to the 
amount of $1,063,186.290, and the treas- 
ury held for the redemption of these 
notes a fraction over $100,000,000 in 
gold. 

In other words, the nations using the 
single gold standard have $630,000,000 
of gold with which to redeem a paper 
debt of $3,525.000,000! <A trifle over 
half a billion of gold with which to re- 
deem Three and a Half Billions of 
paper notes! 

Is it any wonder that the value of 
gold increases constantly—sometimes 
With a sudden jump that peonle eall a 
panic? Is it any wonder that produc- 
tive industry finds its profits absorbed 
in this contraction of values? That 
the prices of all products of human la- 
bor are falling? That debts and inter- 
est are increasing in value? That pros- 
perity is brought to a standstill? That 
the great arteries of commerce, the rail- 
roads, are in a ticklish condition? That 
#\1 forms of industry and all sorts of 
enterprises are seriously if not disas- 
trously affected? 

There is nothing strange nor mysteri- 
ous about it. In the financial history 
of the world there cannot ‘be found an 
exception to the rule that low and fall- 
ing prices and declining values produce 
depression and stagnation. 

Until now, by renson of our recogni- 
tion of silver, this country has managed 
to escgpe the stagnation and depression 
that is driving the starving populations 
of the single gold standard ations into 
anarchy and socialism, but the Harri-

Two Platforms to Stand On. 

The Tew editors in Georgia who are 
trying to give a John Sherman twist to 
the financial platform, are now enter- 
ing in another branch of their advent- 
ure. Having shown, as they imagine, 
that the democratic platform declare? 
in favor of the single go™l standard, 
they now declare that the people of 
Georgia have never been in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. 

Their theory is amusing. They say 
that if the people ever had been in fa- 
vor of free coinage, they repudiated that 
issue when they voted for Mr. Cleveland; 
and that if the Chicago platform in- 
tended to declare in favor of bimetal- 
lism, that declaration was mide void 
and of no effect when those who made 
the platform endorsed Mr. Cleveland. 

There are several links lacking In 
this chain of logic. In the first place, 
the, declarati¢n in the Chicago platform 
in favor of bimetallism is as clear as 
the language can make it. There is no 
(hance to misunderstand it. In the 
second place, the presumption is that 
the declaration was not omitted in the 
copy of the platform that was trans- 
mitted to Mr. Cleveland. That being 
true, Mr. Cleveland endorsed the plat- 
form when he accepted the nomination. 
He had an opportunity to decline on the 
ground that he was not a bimetallist 
if he had so desired. In accepting the 
nomination he made the plat?tm the 
measure and gauge of his democracy 
so far as its declarations go. He ac- 
cepted its doctrine in zood faith, as did 
all other democrats who supported the 
nominated on the _ issues 
touched on in the platform. 

It is nonsense to talk about Mr. 
Cleveland’s views and [etters of three, 
four or a dozen years ago. When he 
accepted the nomination he pledged 
himself tg the platform, and democratic 
bimetallists supported him heartily be- 
cause he had heartily pledged himself 
to the platform.

Let Us Advertise Georgia.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Scare Is Uncaliled For. 

In obedience to the inquiries and requests of 
many anxious parents, and from others inter- 
ested in various ways, in regard to the pres- 
ent excitement about scarlet fever, I have 
taken pains to muke some investigations this 
afternoon in regard to the subject, it occnr- 
red to me that the best plan of dvuigg this was 
to question some ®f-our Susy practiiioners as 
to the number of such cases under their ob- 
servation. I was able to interview as many 
as twenty of out busiest doctors, aud of 
these but one reported any scralet fever in 
his Tecent practice. Among the physicians 
whom I constiied were such men us Drs. Koy, 
Alexander, Earnest, Hagan, N. QO. Harris, 
Arch Avary, L. P. Stephens, Webb Hicks and 
C. E. Murphy. Dr. W. B. Parks, who con- 
stitutes the one exception, reports two mild 
cases as coming under his observation with- 
in the past two weeks. 

All of the gentlemen whom I questioned ex- 
prcssea the contident belief thay there was bo 
danger whatever of tn epidemic of scarlet 
fever in Atlanta, provided the few cases re- 
ported are promptly isolated and rigid se- 
clusion Inaiutained until the peeling-off stage. 

Dr, Thomas 8S. Powell, one of our oldest 
and most widely known general practitioners 
is perhaps the only physician in the city who 
has passed through an old-fashioned epidemic 
of this dread disease, I refer to the epidemic 
in Savannah in 1854. He assures me that ino 
ail his practice there is not a single cause, 
Nor does he observe, so far, auything in the 
least pointing to an epidemic of scarlet fe- 
ver in Atlanta. 

With due attention to cleanliness and Isola- 
tion of cases Atlanta will never be cursed by 
this or any other epidemic. In addition to 
thorough fi@igation of gnfected rooms and 
furniture I would advise the burning of all 
clothing, bedding, books, toys. ete., which 
have been handled by the patient, I would 
also suggest the whitewashing of the walls of 
the rooms, and the painting of the tvoodwork, 
or going over with turpentine, In cuse the 
walls are papered the old papering sbeculd be 
changed for new and there should be a gener- 
ous use of lime and all known disinfectants 
and germicides about the lot. 

I regret that time and space forbid my going 
into such details as this subject at present de- 
mands.

NEW LINE OPENED, 


The First Car on the New Electric Road to 
Decatur. 


A pretty, brand new electric car of a dark 
red color glided softly around the corner 
of Decatur and Loyd streets yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock, and came singing 
along the street until opposite the Mark- 
ham house, where it stopped to get breath 
nnd be looked over by many curious peo- 
ple who had never seen it before. * 2 

The car was the first one io run over the 
line of the Ath City Street Railway 
Company, but it moved about like a vete- 
ran in the business. The motorman handled 
it gingerly and when. the inexperienved 
conductor asked for fares he had a guilty, 
sheepish look as if he were taking some- 
thlag that was not his by right. But the 
car and the conducior and the motorman 
got there just the same. 

it Was a quarter of an hour after the 
car stopped in front of the Markham before 
i, started olf again. When it did. several 
people Who didn’t have any business doing 
it got on and went riding off just because 
ik Was a new line, and that was the first 
car ana it didn’t cost but a nickel to ride. 
The first run was a success. The new ear 
picked its Way along over the new line 
ul a pretty good rate of speed, and in a few 
milutes was out in the woods bathing its 
Biossy Lew sides in the fragraut aunos- 
phere of fresh delds and green forests. 
dhe car got out of town by running over 
rails laid along Loyd, ivy, Gilmer, Pratt 
und Irwin streets jn the order named, and 
thence Went direct to Clitton, three miles 
from the city. Lhe cars went no farther 
yesterday. ‘Loday they will run out to 
Nirkwood, a mile and a half farther. In a 
week a regular schedule will be put on to 
Decatur. 

A schedule of half an hour will be put 
on between Atlanta and Decatur, and of 
fifteen minutes between the city and Wirk- 
wood, where hall of the cars will turn Into 
the Kast Lake branch and carry passengers 
to that point. ,The cars are all dark-red-- 
exactly the color of Pennsylvania railroad 
cars. 

“Fhey_are equipped witk. the Detroit sys- 
tem of ele@tric motors. 

‘The building of this line has been ac- 
complished without much talk, and its com- 
pletion bas heen brought about before the 
people realized it. It was built by a ecompa- 
nv of which Mr. Aaron Hass is president. 
\W Zachry, vice president, and J. B. 
Zachry secretary and treasurer. An outlay 
of $200,000 has already been consumed in 
building and equipping \the road. The com- 
pany Was only organized last Novf/mber. 
and work began in December. The @mpany 
has © Targe power house at Trwin street 
and the Riehmond and Danville railroad, 
where two big engines of 125 horse-power 
each create the power used in speeding tii 
ears along. Mr. Tolbert. of Detroit, is to 
be sup-rintendent of the new line. 

The new line prémises to he one of the 
most popular rides ont of the city. It runs 
through a delightful stretch of lovely wood- 
ed country hetween Atlenra and Decatnr. 
and at the latter place forms a loon encir- 
cling the entire town, the ears not stopping 
execent for passengers. A fare of five cents 
will be charged each wavy. 

Auother Prospective Line. 


At the meeting of council on Monday 
next the application for a tranchise made 
by the White electric lize, which has been 
pending tor four months, will be finally 
disposed of, 

‘this company proposes to build a line 
from the city limits to McPherson barracks, 
staring on Loyd street. The line to the 
city limits is as follows: Loyd ,to 
Glenn street, west, along Glenn street to 
lra, along Ira past the baseball grounds 
to Georgia avenue, west on Georgia ave- 
nue and under the East Tennessee railroad 
to Humphries street, thence to city limits. 
The line as contemplated is a half mile 
shorter than the Traction line, and runs 
through a thickly settled part of the city. 
The new company is composed of J. ; 
Mountain, Harry L. Woodward, FE. ™. 
Blalock, John T. Glenn and Burton Smith. 
The gentlemen backing the enterprise say 
that the money necessary to build the line 
is On hand and that work will begin as 
soon as the franchise is granted. 

The granting of the franchise on Loyd 
street has met with strong opposition from 
Mr. Hurt, of the Consolidated. The rfew 
line claims that Loyd street is the only 
street on the south side by which a com- 
peting line can come into the center of 
the city. A largely signed petition will be 
presented to council asking for the grant.

HER STRANGE IDEA OF DIVINE JUSTICE. 


She Believed by Burning Herself Alive She 
W ould Escape Eternal Flames Here- 
after—A Sickening Spectacle. 


Sick of her wicked and abandoned life, 
facing a future without hope in the world, 
Dora Shun, a disreputable woman living in 
Dobbs’s alley, deliberately burned herse@f to 
death night before last, for the purpose 
not only of ridding herself of mortality, but 
to do penance for her wretched and mis- 
spent life. 

Into her fevered brain there crept the idea 
that there was but one punishment for sin. 
lt was elther burning in this life or the next. 
Burning alive on this terrestrial sphere had 
less terror for this wicked woman than burn- 
ing forever in the home of the wicked. Her 


erroneous ideas of divine justice 
were founded upog her crude con- 
ception of right, and realizing 
that she had _ grievously. erred she_ re- 


solved upon subjecting herself to the punish- 
ment she felt she justly merited. 

Dora Shun has figured often in police cir- 
cles. To the police she was known as Dora 
Jones, and she was noted among the police- 
men for recklessness beyond her kind. She 
went the pace that killed and night before 
last she went to a house in Dobbs’s alley 
and after talking for a wiile touched upon 
the subject of her miserable life. She fell 
upon the shoulder of another negro woman 
and said that she saw neither hope in this 
life or the next. Recovering herself she 
walked across the room and picking up a 
large glass lamp which was burning brightly, 
she lifted it above her head and brought it 
down with all the force she could summon. 

Instantly her head caught fire and quickly 
the blaze spread to her clothing. It was 
with difticulty that the flames were extin- 
guished and when this was finally done the 
woman was burned in a fatal manner. She 
was placed under the care of a physician 
but it was seen that the fire-mafle wounds 
could not be healed and that death was inev- 
itable. 

Yesterday morning ghe died at 13 Park 
street, and immediately afterwards Coroner 
Paden was notified. He went ou® yesterday 
afternuon and impaneled a jury of inquest. 
The remains of the woman presented a most 
sickening spectacle. The face was burned 
almost to a crisp and the hair was singed 
off to the scalp. So repulsive was the sight 
of the corpse that several of the jurors turn- 
ed away sick. A verdict of death at her own 
hands by burning was returned.

Two Writs of Lunacy Were Disposed of 
Yesterday. 


HENRY L. HALL WAS DECLARED SANE. 


F. M. Betterton, However, Will Be Sent 
to the Milledgeville Asylum-— The 
Story of Both Cases. 


Tere were two writs of lunacy disposed 
of in Ordinary Calhoun’s court yesterday 
morning, one wan being declared insane 
and the other turned loose. 

The man adjudged insane was I’. M., 
Betterton, and Henry L. Hall was deelared 
to be of scund mind. 

The trial of Henry w. Hall, of Adams- 
ville district, was the first to occur, having 
been docketed for 10 o'clock. Hall entered 
the room walking by the side of his wife, 
with a crutch under his arm. A stroke of 
paralysis accounts for his lameness. 

The first witness aguinst him was his 
mother, who testified as though it was tear- 
ing out her very heart strings to tell what 
6he knew. She declared that she thought 
that her son was certainly crazy, and that 
she could not account for it unless it was 
his illness. She also said that on last 
Wednesday he had threatened her life with 
a lightwood knot, which he had brandished 
over, ber head in a dangerous way. She 
reiterated time and agai the statement 
that Henry was the best of sons, and that 
she loved him dearly. 

Lhe next Witness was Dr. Wilson, who 
testified that he had been Hall’s physician 
up to December and had never noticed any 
signs of lusanity in him. 

Mr. J. L. Wnnight, Who was the next to 
testily, made the following statement: 
_“f£ have Known Heury Mall tor twenty- 
five years and have always regarded him 
as a good Man—oue fit to be an example to 
boys growiwg up. 1 never saw a kinder 
boy in my ufe. He kept up his motner, 
father and Bister, and bought them a 
horse and a mule. 1 have been trying to 
settle the diiference between them for 
sulime time. 1 have never heard Hail use 
a prefane word in all the time I was ac- 
qguainted with him.’’ 

“What do you know about his mother?” 
asked Judge Calhoun. 

“What do 1 know about her?” replied 


Knight. “| know that she gave me the 
wae cu ’ out that 1 ever had in my 
ife.”’ 

“That was many years ago,” interrupted 
Mrs. Hall 


“Yes,” answered Knight; “it was not very 
long after the war.”’ 

“I don’t cuss now,”. Mrs. Hall said apol- 
ogetically. 

“You've had time to repent and reform,” 
was the rejoinder Knight made. Knight 
further declared that he had never known 
Hall to make any threats whatever. His 
version of the trouble between the mother 
and son was told by Knight. He said that 
Hall had built two houses on land owned 
by Mrs. Hall. The tirst house was built 
by Hall for his mother and father, and the 
second one was for himself, and that Hall 
only desired to have his mother_deed him 
one-half of the property which would g6 to 
him if she died witheut a will. This prop- 
Osition she refused to consider, and seemed 
to have a fear that he was trying to gain 
possession of the entire property. 

Hall’s sister testified that her brother 
was always kind and attentive to the fam- 


y. 

“He drew a rocking chair on me one day 
end said that ne would knock me down. 
He also threatened my husband's life. He 
seemed to fiy off the track. We moved 
awny in order to heep from having any 
trouble whatever with him.” 

. Benry Hall’s Lestimony. 

The defendant, Henry Hall, was then 
called to take the stand and give in his tes- 
timony. What he told was substantially 
given 1n the testimony of Mr. Kuight.. He 
denied that he ever threatened his moth- 
er’s life. At this juncture he wag inter- 
rupted by his mother, who asked in a 
trembling voice, her withered frame shak- 
ing with emotion: 

“Henry—son, don't you recollect? Don’t 
you kaow you threatened my life? You 
don’t remember, Henry?” 

“No, mother,” he replied, “I don’t re- 
member it.” 

“Your father would,”’ said the aged 
mother, tears streaming from her eyes. 

The jury left the room and were not out 
more than five minutes before a verdict of 
“sane” was returned. 

> Has Very Peculiar Ideas. 


F. M. Betterton was brought into the 
ordinary» court immediately after the 
trial of Hall, and was tried by the same 
jury. Betterton .is somewhat weak-minded, 


‘and imagines some rather peculiar things. 


He says that he has been struck by light- 
ning no less than sixteen times, and that 
each time it ran down his back, leaving 
him unharmed. He also declared that he 
is still a union soldier and that he cannot 
receive hig discharge papers until ‘ke is 
sixty-five years old. He thinks that in case 
of war he would have to report at Wash- 
ington, D. €., without delay. He has been 
in the asylum four times. 

The first witness was a Mr. Guimarin, 
who lives in Betterton’s neighborhood. He 
says that he was told that | Betterton 
pointed a pistol at his little ‘brother. 
Thought that Betterton was a dangerous 
man to allow to go at large. 

“Haven’t you forsworn yourself?” asked 
Betterton, who had been listening atteént- 
ively to the testimony. 

Guimarin appeared embarrassed, but re- 
plied that he didn’t think that he had. 

Mr. Childers testified that he had known 
Betterton for a number of years, and that 
he knew his mind to be in a wavering, un- 
steady condition for some time. 

Mr. Gammage, a grocer, thought that 
Betterton’s mind was not in the best cozy 
dition. He said that he had received a 
note from Betterton telling him that he 


would have the soldiers at Fort McPher- 


son come out to his home and remove 
him. His mind was certainly unbalanced. 

“Tle talks at random.’ said Mr. Belk, 
the last witness, “and has always talked 
that way. He speaks of his troops fre- 
quently. I do not think that he is at all 
dangerous.” 

Mr. Betterton’ made no statement to the 
jury, but asked Judge Calhoun that he be 
sent to Cincinnati if he was adjudged in- 
sane. After feaving the judge’s room the 
jury asked that Mrs. Betterton. who was 
present. be asked to come before them, 
This she did. In a few minntes the jury 
returned with a verdict of “insane.’”’ He 
will be sent to Milledgeville.

uring the journey he was carefully 
watched over by kind friends, and back 
and forth through the long train of cars 
inquiries Were sent regarding his condi- 
tioa. kvery passenger on the tram ex 
pected Donald to die before he reached 
the city. 

When Atlanta was reached Donald was 
at once carried to the Grady hospital by 
friends. The young man was_ suifering 
under the delusion that he was shot in the 
head, and he was in a pretty bad way. 
At the hospital he was. examined, and to 
the intense surprise of every one present 
it was developed that Donald was hot shot 
at all. Ouly 2 mere flesh wound was found 
on the back of his head. Blood had flowed 
from it in profuse quantities and had vov- 
ered it so completely that it was not probed. 
It was received in a fight in which several 
shots were fired, and everybody, Donald 
included, jumped at the conclusion that it 
was a pistol shot wound. ies 

Donald went his way seemingly still in 
doubt about being shot. The fight at l‘al- 
lulah was almost a riot. Those who were 
present say that fully fifty men engaged 
in it. It was caused by’ the arrest by one 
of the marshals of Alex Donald, who was 
disorderly and noisy. Donald's comrades 
saw him placed under arrest and decided 
to rescue him from the marshal. They at- 
tacked the guardian of the peace, and che 
being so greatly outnumbered, ran. | Le 
crowds say he ran to Mayor Robinsons 
place of business, and just as he reached 
there he began pulling palings from a fence 
with which he mauled his assailants over 
the head. The fight that ensued was bloody 
in the extreme. While it was at its heat 
a gentleman whom the excursionists Say 
was Mayor Robinson ran out with a Win- 
chester rifle and fired twice into the crowd 
or into the air. At the sound of the shots 
and at the sight of the determined mayor 
the crowd broke back and peace was soon 
restored. Patrolman Hollis, of Atlanta, 
assisted the mayor in restoring order.

Some weeks ago, it will be readily re- 
called, a convention of the governors of 
the southern states was heid in Ricimond, 
Va., on the call of Governor Fishback, of 
Arkansas. The object of the convention 
Was to consider ways and means for bring- 
lug the advantages aud resources of ‘the 
couthern states prominently before eapital- 
ists and others im this world’s fair year, 
und thereby stimulate the influx of capital 
aud worthy populations into the south. 

_A resolution was adopted that a descrip- 
tive pamphlet, containing articles of proper 
leugth and properly illustrated by the sev- 
eral governors of the southern states be 
printed in large quantity and distributed at 
the world’s fair, or otherwise as any gov- 
ernor might elect. These articles would be 
comprehensive of the resources, natural ad- 
vantages and local inducements offered by 
exch state to capitalists and immigrants. 
Mhe idea was considered not only feasible, 
but the plan was generally commended -as 
one that wanld attract general attention 
and be Weighty because of fhe authority 
behind its representatives in every  in- 
stance, 

The pamphlet is now being compiled by 
the Hon, J. Bell Bigger, secretary of the 
convention, at Richmond, who has written 
to Governor Northen concerning Georgia's 
part in the publication. Governor Northen 
replied that he was blockaded inthis mat- 
ter by the lack of an appropriation for any 
purpose connected with the world’s fair 
and by the constitution of the state which 
forbade him from making any expenditures 
not previously provided for. 

Yesterday the governor received the fol- 
lowing letter from Mr, Bigger, which fully 
explains itself: 

Mr. Bigger’s Letter, 

Richmond, Va., May 20, 1893.—His Excel- 
lency W. J. Northen, Governor of Georgla. 
Dear Sir: Yours of the 18th instant received, 
and I have read it to our governor. We very 
much regret that it is possible that the pam- 
phiet authorized to be published by the con- 
vention of southern governors may not contain 
auy reference to the great resources of Geor- 
giu. You remind me of the fact that your 
state has not appropriated any money for any 
interest Whatsoever at the world’s fair and 
that your constitution does not permit expen- 
ditures for such papers. The object of this 
pammphiet is to give publicity to the inexhaus- 
tible resources of the southern states aud the 
mere fact of the provision of the resolution 
of covention which pres for their 
distribution at the world’s fair does not 
connect the matter with said fair. The num- 
ber of pamphlets which Georgia will be en- 
titled to, if she furnishes an exhibit of her 
resources (and the six cuts referred to) for 
publication in this pamphlet and contributes 
towards the expense of so publishing, can be 
sent directly to your excellency and be 
distributed in such way and at such place or 
places as you may determine upon. Our 
state appropriates a sum of money for contin- 
gent expenses and our governor feels author- 
ized to expend as much as $500 (which is the 
amount it was understood that each southern 
state would allow in this matter) toward the 
object contemplated. I hope you may yet 
forward me a paper on the subject of the re- 
sources of your state and the plates referred 
to so they may appear in this pamphlet, and 
also contribute towards the publication o 
the same. A pamphlet showing the resources 
of the southern states with Georgia Mft out 
would be very incomplete. Yours truly,

Georgia Can’t Be in It. wees 

And there is the situation. Georgia 1s 
barred out of even so small a matter asa 
joint pamphlet presentation of her resources 
in a great emergency and opportunity to 
profit the state, because the governor can- 
not raise S500 from state funds to pay. the 
Georgia pro rata of the work, It Is a hu- 
miliating situation, but it is not wholly 
remediless. If there is among.the wealthy 
men of Georgia one with something of the 
patriotic pride of Toombs, who kept the 
constitutional convention of IS@7 going at 
his own expense after the fund for 1t was 
exhausted, then that man now has his op- 
portunity. Any one of a hundred men in 
Atlanta alone could step up to the governor 
and hand him a cheek for the needed S00, 
without feeling the outlay, but rather carry 
with him the feeling that he had saved his 
state from a humiliating failure. 

When the man appears and does this act 
we will be glad to name him with honor, 
and we believe the people will reward dim 
by an offer #& reimbursement with Thanks 
in othcial form.

Blakely, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)—Early 
county’s new jail, being erected by the K. 
P. Manly Mauufacturing Company, of Dal- 
ton, Ga,, is now nearly completed and wil 
be received by tue County commissivners 
this Week. The work, with the excepnon ol 
a litde painting, is all done and it was the 
purpose of the Commissioners to receive 1 
last Saturday, but for some reason it Was 
not done. 

‘The commissioners seefM specially pleased 
with the work and we understand gave the 
contractors a letter so expressing themselves, 
and it seems to be the almost unauimous 
schument of the people that Early county 
can now boast of.a Jail structure as band- 
some in appearance, aS comfortable in 1ts 
every arrangement and as secure as it is 
possible to be made by human ingenuity 
A brief description of the puilding might not 
be uninteresting. It is of brick, two sto- 
ries in height, steel joists and ceiling, ¢ce- 
ment floors without a particle of wood about 
4 it, making it an absolutely tire proof build- 

ing. 

The cells with which it is provided, eight 
of which there are, are undoubtedly made 
of the best material known for such use. 
They were tested by experts and the fact 
fully demonstrated that the hardened steel 
bars used in their construction eould not 
be cut by drills. saws nor files unaided by 
some powerful heating apparatus with which 
to remove the temper. The contractor, to 
gratify some, offered $100 to any one who 
would simply cut in two a single one of the 
three and one-half inch bars, stating, how- 
ever, if the temper could be withdrawn the 
work could be easily done. This proposi- 
tion Was accepted by Messrs. John 'I'. Wil- 
liams and S. L. Bush, who, with the aid 
of an oxy-hydrogen blowpipe or lamp, some- 
thing the contractors and no others thought 
could be found here, succeeded in accom- 
lishing the task in a little Jess than two 
ours. This accomplishment though would 
have lacked a great deal. of liberating a 
prisoner aud was really more of a scientific 
experiment than a true test of the strength 
of the work, Immediately Contractor Manly 
offered the same parties $1,000 to cut one 
of the bars without the aid of heat; in other 
Words, to cut it cold. Flushed with their re- 
eeut victory they began, feeling confident 
of success in this also, but after having 
tned all known means of hardening drills 
and using acids; after hourg of hard work. 
rive up the undertaking as an impossibility. 

Ve congratulate the company upon their 
good work and are particularly gratitied 
to Know that they have given such general 
satisfaction here, when we remember the 
company is a Georgia institution and the 
only one of its kind, we believe, with works 
in the south. This company does an im- 
mense amount of work throughout the whole 
country, having contracts now jn Virginia, 
Florida, Alabama and Mississippi, besides 
four or five ota in process of erection in 
this state.

THE REGULAR WEEKLY CROP REPORT 


Of the Georgia Weather Service Bureau. 
The Warm Weather Bringing the 
Cotton Out—The Rains Short, 


—— 


During the past week rain has been de- 
ficient in all sections of the state. Light 
showers of variable amount fell over the 
entire state on the 15th and 10th, Since 
that time there has been no rain. The 
temperature remained low during the first 
half of the week, but the last three 
days brought the much needed heat. With 
the cold ‘of the earlier days the ravages of 
worms were prolonged and much cotton has 
died. The heat which has followed and the 
showers of today, Tuesday, will do much 
to improve the outlook. 

In the northwest section of the state the 
warm weather of the last few days has been 
very beneficial to crops, especially to cot- 
ton. The latter was in bad shape up to 
I'fiday last, owing to the unusually cold 
weather. In some localities, particularly on 
grey lands, a considerable amount of cot- 
ton entirely died out and elsewhere the 
stands were sickly and backward. Since 
I'riday, however, the gradual increase of 
heat has worked wonders for cotton and 
the crop now, where not killed, is in a 
pretty fair condition. Farmers are now 
busily chopping and replanting cotton. 
Wheat and oats are nearing the time of 
cutting, and judging from present appear 


‘ances are going to yield well. Corn con- 


tinues generally in good condition. — 

The cool weather in the north ‘section of 
the state during the first part of the week 
slightly injured all crops, taking more ef- 
fect on cotton than the others. Irom At- 
lanta north to the boundary reports of cot- 
ton dying have been received. About 
three-fourths of this crop has been 
chopped, and, though small, fair stands 
are generally reported. The rainfall has 
been plentiful and has done much good to 
the grain crops, but cotton would have 
been-better without. Spring oats are small, 
Wheat is heading out. Corn has been 
plowed the second time. Good stands are 
<enerally reported. Complaints are made 
of cut-worms, moles and rust. Corn is 
reported shoulder high and in tassle ut some 
points. Truit, especailly peaches, stiil con- 
tinues to fall from the trees. Only a small 
crop ot peaches will be left. The warm 
weuther during the latter part of the week 
greatly improved all crops. 

Light frosts have occurred in the north- 
western counties during the past week, 
but no serious injury to crops 
is reported. The cool weather 
with high winds has caused 
a great deal of cotton to die; cut-worms 
are also at work and are doing considerable 
damage to this staple. Chopping is al- 
most finished and the stands are mostly 
poor. Corn on bottom lands has_ been 
slightly injured by the frosts, and in some 
localities reporters complain of ‘moles and 
bud-worms: Small grain is beginning to 
riven in many places, and bids fair to give 
an abundant yield. F’rom reports. received 
relative to fruit it is indicated that the 
crop in many places is very poor. 

Cool and windy weather has continued 
in western Georgia. This has been in- 
jurious to cotton, which has continued 
to die in many places. The spring, up to 
this time, has been a poor one for cotton, 
the average condition of which is far from 
satisfactory. Some fields have died out 
to such an extent that farmers are plowing 
them up and replanting in corn. This dy- 
ing of cotton has been especially marked on 
gray lands. Chopping is now in rapid 
progress and will soon be completed. The 
marketing of Alexander peaches has begun 
and the fruit is in fine condition. “ The crop 
may be small as much fruit has dropped 
from the cold and windy weather. Wheat, 
oats and corn are now in fair condition. 
Oats, however, are heading out low; the 
ravages of worms have con- 
tinued in corn on bottom 
lands, and rust has appeared to some ex- 
tent in wheat. Gardens have done pretty 
well this year. With the dry weather of 
this week, farms are now pretty well 
worked and crops are free from grass. 

The continuation of cold weather with 
high winds has greatly retarded the growth 
of cotton in the central belt, and in many 
piaces the plant is dying and farmers are 
replanting. Complaints are also made that 
lice and bud-worms are doing much dam- 
age. Chopping is in progress and will 
probably be. finished by the end of the 
present month. Corn is being plowed the 
second time and is generally in good con- 
dition, although, in some localities, it looks 
rather yellow and unhealthy. Bud-worms 
are alsa injuring this crop. In some places 
watermelon vines are dying but as a rule 
they are in fine condition. Cantaloupes are 
in excellent condition and are taking on 
some fruit. The harvesting of fall oats 
bas been commenced. Iruit is still falling 
from the trees and it is feared the crop 
will be small. 

Jn the east section complaints of cool 
nights and windy days were still made until 
the last of the weck. Cotton chopping and 
the second plowing of corn are wel! ad- 
vanced. The stand of cotton has been 
sensibly injured by continued cold. Oats 
aire ripening and there is promise of a fair 
crop. The cool and. windy weather has 
been unfavorable to melons. The peach 
crop is showing signs of worms and the 
yield may be poor. Corn, however, holds 
its own and a good crop is hoped for. Mr. 
George Garbutt, reporter at Midville, offers 
the following suggestion as to the preven- 
tion of hog cholera. He states that ten 
drops of carbolic acid given to each hog 
once a week is a proved preventive of the 
disease. 

_ The crops have made very slow progress 
in southwest Georgia during the week, 
owing to the cool weather. Fall oats are 
heing hurvested in all localities and are 
looking very tine, but spring oats are not 
looking as well. Wheat is also being har- 
‘vested in a few places. ‘The cold winds 
of the past week have damaged cotton con- 
siderably and at manv places the crop is 
getting very lousy. Much has heen killed 
und will have to be replanted. Melons are 
in good condition, but some have dropped 
from the vines. Curn is small,’ but has 
been well. worked. Bud-worms on late 
planted bottoms are doing some damage. 
All crops have come out amazingly since the 
rains fell, and the yield will be much 
larger than was anticipated some time ago.

Canton, N. ©., May 24.—(Special.)—The 
weather In the mountains of western North 
Carolina has been the coldest ever known 
by the oldest inhabitants, with one excep- 
tion. Yesterday morning the mercury stood 
at from 37 to 33 degrees above zero, as re- 
ported by wire from different pleces in the 
western counties. A search with a fieldglass 
revealed a slight snowfall upon some of the 
mountains in the Balsam range and other 
places, the like of which has hitherto been 
unknown, except in the spring of '65, when 
snow fell to the depth of about three inches 
in this locality. It will be necessary to re- 
furrow and plant again a large per cent of 
the corn crops, the seed having failed to 
eprout for lack of warmth. Some of this has 
been done already. and it is feared that the 
present cold spell, ifs continued long, will 
necessitate a third planting in some districts.
